1. Claims 1-5, 7-21, 22, 26-37, 39-67 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The primary reason 

for allowance of the claims is that prior art neither teach nor fairly suggest the particular 

combination of the system related to operation of a micro-mechanical, or nano-mechanical 

device, as presented in independent claims 1, 20, 39, and . Major emphasis is being placed upon 

the provision of the use of two "frequencies" for "AC biasing" a "piezoresistive element", in 

combination with other limitations of the said independent claims and their dependent ones.
